DEMOCRACY AS SHE WORKS 
Not touching the point of desirability of age pen­ 
sions and other social security is a thought thrown out to 
us by Senator Hastings of Rhode Island, when the bill 
was under consideration. 
He cited the (act that in ten 
years the annuity plan reserv es will hav e reached the sum 
of 10 billions and that 
in forty-three years, they will 
amount to 47 billions, and added: 
“ Does anybody hav e any doubt that this fund will be 
used for current expenses? 
With more than 25 million 
people interested in it, how can cong ress resist demands 
for loans or adv ance payments? " 
The first question probably is sug g ested by the man­ 
ner in which the g ov ernment has dealt with its share of 
funds supposed to he set aside for pensioning of federal 
employes under civ il serv ice. 
The gov ernment has been 
guilty of repeated delinquency in maintaining its share of 
that fund. 
In other words, it has been using the money 
for current expenses, as the senator suggests. 
The second question ev erybody will recog nize as a, 
parallel to the issue pertaining to the soldiers’ bonus. I 
There were 4 million soldiers interested in “ loans” or) 
“ adv ance payments” on agreements bv the gov ernment t<>j 
pay a specified amount 
on a certain dale. 
Senatoi 
Hastings points to the fact that there will he 25 million 
persons interested in loans and adv ance payments from 
the funds contributed to by them and set aside for pay 
ment at a specified time. 
If cong ress could not resist the pressure of 4 million 
of persons who threatened opposition at election timed 
how will it he able to resist the pressure from 25 millions? 
It is not merely a matter of desire to do well by all, 
meritorious persons that is the issue. 
We all desire that. 
The question now is what will he the effect upon our) 
gov ernment when 4 million soldiers, 25 million civ il pen-! 
Kioners, and a million federal employes, who hav e stakes] 
In the Fnited States treasury, join, all for one and one for 
all in increasing their stakes? 
That is the question Sen­ 
ator Hastings drops into our laps.
